LONDON —

assassination of President Tru. 
man than the public of Puer- 
to Rico. Though Oscar Colla- 
70 and Griselio Torresola, the 
two men who tried to shoot 
their way into the President's 
Washington mansion, no doubt 
considered themselves Puerto 
Rican patriots, there will be 
little sympathy for them in 
their home country 


The Nationalist Party to 
which they belong. or, in the 
case of one of them, belonged, 
claims to be working for 
Puerto Rico's independence 
Other members of this or- 
ganization recently exploded a 
bomb in the New York offices 
of the Puerto Rican govern- 
ment, allegedly to further this 
political aim. But, in fact, 
Puerto Rico today stands on 
the threshold of independ- 
ence, and the island, which 
was once the Cinderella of 
the West Indies, is now in a 
far more stable economic and 
political condition than most 
of its neighbours — is, in fact, 
enjoying a prosperity unpre- 
cedented in its history 

Puerto Rico was a Spanish 
colony until fifty vears ago. 
and with Cuba formed the 
last outpost of the great Span- 
ish Empire which had once 
stretched from California to 
the Antarctic.

ed by the end of the year. By 
that time the main tenants 
were expecting a second baby 


and began pressing the young 
couple to vacate the room. 
After long arguments they got 
the room back but only after 
paying IL.200 as ‘“compensa- 
tion.” The rent which the 
young couple paid for the 
whole year amounted to IL.- 
96 only 

b> A young couple, having 
bought a 2-room flat at Hadar 
Hacarmel, was induced to iet 
one room to a teacher from 
Tel Aviv who was in danger 
of losing his job because of 
lack of accommodation. The 
rent agreed upon was IL.10 
‘including - Water, electricity 
and taxes). After over a year 
the main tenants wanted to 
seli the flat. Now the teacher 
asks IL.500 for moving out 
mynd the tenants would have to 
return a sum three times a5 
much as the rent collected till
